Section 1. DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES.

1. There is appropriated from the general fund of the
state to the department of administrative services for the
fiscal year beginning July 1, 2009, and ending June 30, 2010,
the following amounts, or so much thereof as 1Is necessary, to
be used for the purposes designated:

a. For salaries, support, maintenance, and miscellaneous
purposes, and for not more than the following full=time
equivalent positions:

b. For the payment of utility costs and for not more than
the following full=time equivalent positions:

Notwithstanding section 8.33, any excess funds appropriated
for utility costs in this lettered paragraph shall not revert
to the general fund of the state at the end of the fiscal year
but shall remain available for expenditure for the Purposes of
this lettered paragraph during the succeeding fiscal year.

It is the intent of the general assembly that the
department shall reduce utility costs through energy
conservation practices. The goal of the general assembly is
to reduce energy use by 10 percent to save money, conserve
energy resources, and reduce pollution.

c. It is the intent of the general assembly that the state
maintain a cost effective, reliable motor vehicle fleet for
state operations. It is the goal of the general assembly that
the department shall take all available steps to reduce motor
vehicle fleet operation and purchasing costs by 7.5 percent.
It is also the intent of the general assemblﬁ that replacement
motor vehicles purchased by the department shall include only
those options necessary for the intended purpose of the
vehicles purchased unless inclusion of the options are part of
the lowest responsible cost package available for the vehicles
purchased. In addition, to maximize the cost effectiveness of
the motor vehicle fleet given the current fiscal environment,
it is also the intent of the general assembly that the
department implement a Eolicy, effective July 1, 2009, to
extend the time that vehicles in the department®s motor
vehicle fleet are retained and used by the state with the
purpose of reducing the cost of fleet operations for state
agencies. The policy change shall incorporate an increase in
the overall length of time that a vehicle is retained in
addition to an iIncrease in the number of miles that a vehicle
is driven prior to being replaced. The department shall
submit a report to the general assembly by January 1, 2010,
concerning the department"s efforts to reduce state motor
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vehigledfleet costs, including data on the extent of savings
realized.

2. Members of the general_ assembly serving as members of
the deferred compensation advisory board shall be entitled to
receive per diem and necessary travel and actual expenses
pursuant to section 2.10, subsection 5, while carrying out
their official duties as members of the board.

3. Any funds and premiums collected by the department for
workers® compensation shall be segregated into a separate
workers® compensation fund in the state treasury to be used
for payment of state employees®™ workers®" compensation claims
and administrative costs. Notwithstanding section_8.33,
unencumbered or unobligated moneys remaining in this workers”
compensation fund at the end of the fiscal year shall not
revert but shall be available for expenditure for purposes of
the fund for subsequent fiscal years.

4. For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2009, and ending
June 30, 2010, the rate set for a service provided solely by
the department of administrative services as determined
pursuant to section 8.6, subsection 16, paragraph 'c", shall
ggggexceed the rate set for that service as of January 1,

Sec. 2. REVOLVING FUNDS. There is appropriated to the
department of administrative services for the fiscal year
beginning July 1, 2009, and ending June 30, 2010, from the
revolvin% funds designated in chapter 8A and from internal
service funds created by the department such amounts as the
department deems necessary fTor the operation of the department
consistent with the requirements of chapter 8A.

Sec. 3. FUNDING FOR IOWACCESS.

1. Notwithstanding section 321A.3, subsection 1, for the
fiscal year beginning July 1, 2009, and ending June 30, 2010,
the first $1,000,000 collected and transferred by the
department of transportation to the treasurer of state with
respect to the fees for transactions involving the furnishing
of a certified abstract of a vehicle operating record under
section 321A.3, subsection 1, shall be transferred to the
lowAccess revolving fund established by section 8A.224 and
administered by the department of administrative services for
the purposes of developing, implementing, maintaining, and
gxp?nding electronic access to government records as provided

y law.

2. _All fTees collected with respect to transactions
involving lowAccess shall be deposited in the lowAccess
revolving fund and shall be used only for the support of
lowAccess projects.

Sec. 4. STATE EMPLOYEE HEALTH INSURANCE ADMINISTRATION
CHARGE. For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2009, and
ending June 30, 2010, the monthly per contract administrative
charge which may be assessed bg the department of
administrative services shall be $2 per contract on all health
insurance plans administered by the department.

22 35 Division 1 of this bill relates to and appropriates moneys
23 1 to various state departments, agencies, and funds for the

23 3 The division makes appropriations to state departments and

23 4 agencies including the department of administrative services,
23 5 auditor of state, lowa ethics and campaign disclosure board,

The
division also appropriates funding for the state"s membership
in the national governors association.

Division 1l makes changes to provisions related to the
appropriations made in the bill

Code section 8A.454, concerning the health insurance
administration fund, is amended to provide that the Code
section is repealed July 1, 2010, instead of July 1, 2009.
This provision of the bill takes effect upon enactment.

2008 lowa Acts, chapter 1176, concerning appropriations to
the office of the secretary of state for optical scan voting
equipment, is amended to provide that if federal funding for
this or a similar purpose is received, the secretary of state
is not required to revert an amount to the rebuild lowa
infrastructure fund in_an amount equal to the federal funding
received. This provision takes effect upon enactment and is
retroactively applicable to April 1, 2008.

Division 111 of the bill eliminates the grants enterprise
management office in the department of management and provides
that grants received by the state shall instead be reported to
the lowa ethics and campaign disclosure board.

Division 1V of the bill concerns the treasurer of state.

New Code section 12.9 ?rovides that employees of the
treasurer of state who hold positions that are classified in
the administrative assistant series and executive officer
series are excluded from the provisions of Code chapter 20
relative to public sector collective bargaining.

Code section 556.17 is amended to allow the treasurer to
sell abandoned property in any manner that affords, in the
treasurer"s judgment, the most favorable market for the
property involved. The Code section is also amended to
provide that if the treasurer determines to sell the property
on the internet by sale or auction, the treasurer may satisfty
the notice requirements by posting a notice on the treasurer®s
website at least seven days iIn advance of the sale or auction.
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
